who

time before, flourishing a gun.

proprietor of the restaurant, who had 
called the sheriff, told officers that 
McClain came there and demanded to 
•see a woman, a cook, who had been 
employed there. 
He said that when 
he told McCain 
that she wa.s 
not 
there, the latter 
drew a gun, 
and 
said that he knew she was. 
He final­ 
ly left, officer said the proprietor de­ 
clared. after 
the 
sheriff had been 
called.
